~~ DETAILED FACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the non-polar co-solvents and alkylamines disclosed in the 
specification, does not reasonably provide enablement for any non-polar solvent and any 
alkylamine. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. There are perhaps hundreds of solvents and alkylamines that do not have any 
utility to cleaning compositions. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 12, 13 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 12 and 13 are confusing because an alkylamine is a 
compound, not a composition, and so cannot comprise an aminosiloxane. Claim 21 is confusing 
as ammonium hydroxide is not a solvent. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 2, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
D'Albignac et al, US 3,807,949. 

D'Albignac et al teach a dye bath emulsion comprising 80 parts water, 920 parts 
perchloroethylene, and 0.2 parts octadecylamine (col. 4, example 10). As this reference meets all 
material limitations of the claims at hand, the reference is anticipatory. 

7. Claims 1, 2, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Harakalet al, US 4,936,917. 

Harakal et al teach mold release compositions comprising 1. 25% octadecylamine, 4% 
naphthol spirits, 4% polysiloxane glycol, and 87% water (col. 8, example 2). As this reference 
meets all material limitations of the claims at hand, the reference is anticipatory. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Freiberg et al, US 5,066,520. 

Freiberg et al teach silicone emulsions comprising 0.65 parts diethylamine, 33 parts 
polydimethylsiloxane, and 50% water (col. 5, primer E). As this reference meets all material 
limitations of the claims at hand, the reference is anticipatory.
